DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species E, Figures 5A-5C in the reply 

filed on 03/19/2009 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 10, 20, 27 and 29-34 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
03/19/2009. 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
29-34 directed to a species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 29-34 
been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or make obvious an electronic paintball marker including a bolt that 
reciprocates in response to a magnetic force acting on the bolt.
